EARLY every amateur tree-

The Cordon is a Spur-Bearer— 
that is, all its fruit is borne on short spurs that grow as the 
result of checking the growth and shortening the length of 
the last year’s shoots. Take the example shown below— 
a fence covered with cordon pears. There every shoot of 
last year’s growth has been cut back to three buds, and those 
developed, as we may look for them developing the coming 
spring and summer, if we have been planting cordons, to be 
like those in the Sketch. The leader or top shoot should 
never be shortened until the final height of the wall or 
fence has been reached. This the foolish amateur planter 
never fails to cut back,and so he spoils his tree. The strong 
growing green side-shoots that push away early in the 
summer ought all to be pinched back, but the novice 
likes to see them. He thinks he will “leave a few of 
the strongest," whereas they are the very ones that 
need stopping so as to throw strength into the weaker 


enes and so balance the wood throughout. Just now | 
thoze pinched back shoots should be still further short- | 
ened if we want to force spur wood. The fence in the } 


picture is a wooden one. Cordons can be grown well with- 
out a fence of any kind. I planted a lot myself last month

A Handy Gate and a Light Post. 

A 4-in. deal or a stout oak or larch stake will carry such 
a gate as is shown in my sketch, and one like which any- 
one who can use a saw and a hammer can make. Poultry- 
runs, gardens, and other places that need shutting off, can 
be cheaply enclosed if home-made materials be used. A 
gate with a head of 2in. by 3 in. deal, a heel (hanging end) 
of 3in. by 4in. deal, a.middle piece of a board lin. by 6in., 
and a cross-piece of 2in. by 3in. deal, or a board Lin. by 
3in., will need only five or six wires to form its bars. The 
hanging of it so as to swing well can be done with one 
hook and band and a wire around the top of the heel, 
as shown in the Sketch. This gate will not sag, and it 
will look light and neat if tidily made. Another light 
and hardy gate is made by using split larch rails, 3 13 in. 
by 3 in. deals, for making the whole of it. The parts are 
nailed together, nails well clenched. Lay the bars, four, 
five, or six, as desired, on the ground flat side downward, 
and then cut two end pieces and one middle one to form 
the head, heel, and middle. Place these under the bars 
and nail them into their places. Next lay two rails on the 
gate, crossing each other at exactly the centre of it, where

I put their nests into any old boxes out in the field near a 
hedgerow, and I accustom the turkeys to feed there.

The gander is such a faithful guardian that I always 
help him all I can in his duties. He will let only one 
person go near his geese, and I remember that, and 
forbid everybody about the place to approach him and his 
charges. When the goslings come I leave Mr. Gander the 
full charge of them except for placing food.

Vice-Admiral Henry F. Stephenson, who will

He was present as 
a midshipman at the siege 
and fall of Sebastopél, and 
in 1857 was on board the 
Raleigh when she was 
wrecked in the China Sea. 
Eleven years afterwards he

wrecked in the Straits of 
La Perouse, Japan. He 
served against the Chinese - 
on the Canton River, and 
in Pearl’s Naval Brigade 
throughout the Indian 
Mutiny, where he was men- 
tioned in despatches. He 
was Captain of the Carysfort 
in the. Egyptian War of 
1882, and was present at 
Kassassin and Tel-El- 
Kebir. But cold climates 
were as favourable to him 
as the Tropics, and in 
1875-6 he was Captain of 
the Discovery in the Arctic Expedition, for which he was 
made a C.B. A service of a totally different kind was 
performed by him in 1866, when he commanded a gun-boat, 
on the Canadian lakes during the Fenian disturbances of 
that year. He has seen something of Courts, too, for 
from 1878 to 1880 he was Equerry to the Prince of Wales, 
and from 1888 to 1890 Aide-de-Camp to the Queen. In

The Fight at Krania on the Greco-Turkish

A Midland Magnate.—Mr. J. Stratford Dugdale, 
Q.C., who has denied the story that he had been appointed 
to the vacant Judgeship, is 
a great personage in the 
Midlands. He is a member 
of an old Warwickshire 
family, and has a country 
house near Coleshill, be- 
sides his town house in 
Eaton Square. Mr. Dugdale 
formerly represented the 
Nuneaton Division of War- 
wickshire in the Conserva- 
tive interest.
